Every day is the anniversary of some noted 
event and it happens that on Sep tem ber 7, Brazil 
celebrated the 124th anniversary of its indep end­ 
ence from Portugal. 
It has had a notable existence 
since discovery by the Portugese navigator G abrall 
in 1500 and developed as a Portugese colony, for 
w hen the royal fam ily fled before the advancing 
arm ies of Napoleon in 1807 it set up the national 
governm ent in Rio de Janeiro.

k ingdom in 1855 and in 1822 Dom Pedro, son of 
King John of P ortugal w as nam ed constitutional 
em peror. He and his son reigned until 1889, w hen 
the latter was driven from tl*e throne and the 
U nited States of Brazil established. 
Since 1841 the 
big rep ublic has taxed bachelors and required p re­ 
m arital physical exam inations.

It is at this 
point that we see the relationship 
of a medical school to a great uni­ 
versity I do not know of a single 
great medical school that is not 
attached to a great university, be­ 
cause the basic science of today is 
the basis of the work which leads 
to the medical practice of to­ 
morrow.”
